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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the "temperature sensor" of Wood is a 
microbolometer fabricated in the same place as the video pixels, a microbolometer polled in the same way as the video pixels, a 
microbolometer sending data in the same way as the video pixels; thus the "temperature sensor" is a microbolometer which fully qualifies 
as a "video reference pixel" as claimed; the contention that lines ta and tb adjust the image output rather than the temperature of the array 
contradicts the plain language of the reference as quoted by the Examiner in the final rejection and its repetition cannot be persuasive. 
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
